2004 Annual Report in HTML Format 
CMA’s Ingalls Library Expands Online Resources Allowing Global Web Site Access 


CLEVELAND (Oct. 25, 2005) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) and its Ingalls Library introduce the 
2004 CMA Annual Report as an innovative online experience available through CMA’s web site, 
www.clevelandart.org and through the library catalog. In an effort to provide increased access in the midst of the 
Museum’s extensive Building Project, Ingalls Library continues to move forward technologically. 

“Ingalls Library is already versatile online and the 2004 CMA Annual Report is a welcome addition,” 
said CMA Director of Library and Archives Elizabeth Lantz. “The purpose of expanding our online resources is to 
allow greater access to the library collections outside of the actual facility.” 

The 2004 CMA Annual Report will be in HTML format and will include the entirety of the report. It 
includes information on the Museum’s 2004 exhibitions: Time Stands Still: Muybridge and the Instantaneous 
Photography Movement; The Quilts of Gee’s Bend; Dukes and Angels: Art from the Court of Burgundy, 1364- 
1419 and Modern American Masters: Highlights from the Gill and Tommy LiPuma Collection. The online report 
also includes acquisition information, including such masterworks as the painting, New Mexico Recollection, by 
Marsden Hartley, the decorative art object, Covered Tureen and Underplate, designed by Elsa Peretti and the 
ancient Greek sculpture, Apollo Sauroktonos, attributed to Praxiteles. 

The 2004 CMA Annual Report provides information about the Museum’s Department of Musical Arts 
annual VIVA! Festival of Performing Arts and Carnevale World Music and Dance Series, which featured 29 
remarkable ensembles from all over the globe and the “Panorama: Moving Pictures @ the Art Museum” series, 
which offered 90 different films. It also discusses the Cleveland Museum of Art’s educational and public 
programs, having served more than 415,000 people in 2004, increasing attendance by six percent since 2003.
